With 
iece of his bullet proof cloth across 
his briest, Cnsimir Zeglen to-day 
suffered five bullets to be fired at 
him, and they all fell harmless at bis 
feet. 

Upon the roof ot the four-story 
building at ogdeu avenue and Twelfth, 
street, the experiments were condue?- 
ted. A cabinet was made of wood 
and iron, with an opening near the 
top, where Brother Zeglen was to 
expose his breast, covered with the 
bullet-proof cloth, to the aim of 
Lieutenant Zarnecki. Fifteen paces 
were measured off and inclosed by a 
rope so that the man with the pistol 

WOCLD NOT BE DISTURBED. 

Doctors examined Brother Zeglen'a 
of pulse and heart aud pronounced them 
to be perfectly normal. A strip oi the 
cloth 20 inches by 14 was drawn across 
his chest and tied iiiiiily with strung 
strings. There were five incheB of 
armament for the rest of his body, 
with three inches of oak planking 
and two of galvanized iron. The 
spectators were loath to hurry the 
possibility of an accident, but Broth- 
er Zeglen shouted to begin. 

"Are you ready? ''came the call 
from Dr. Borland. 
"Fire away," was the response, and 
lldsb of fire came from the mouth of 
le revolver. Physicians and the few 
ivored spectators rushed to tbe cabl- 
et before Lieutenant Zarnecki could 
islodge the discharged cartridge. A 
ariek came from everybody's mouth, 
nut Brother Zeglen, who was unmov- 
ed by the crack of the pistol aud tho 
faint touch of the lead through the 
fabric and the thickness of coat, vest, 
cravat aud heavy shirts.

Lieutenant Zarnecki used a thirtv- 
two-08 liber revolver for the first test, 
and the bullet struck in the cloth 
blunted. It was removed by the 
slightest touch, aud did not penetrate 
the fabric. Tne lead was blunted, 
while the other side of the cloth was 
slightly disturbed. Dr. Borland 
claimed the piece of metal, through

During the last Presidential cam 
paign a Bryan pole nearly 200 feel 
high was raised at Sanders, a small 
viltago on the L. & N. railroad 
Carrol county. The pole proper is u 
tall sycamore reaching a height of 
probably 160 feet. It ii about twi 
feet in diameter at the base and ta 
pers to about half Unit diameter al 
the top, where the Hag staff is spliced 
on. It sets teu feet iu the ground 
and is as straight as an arrow 
Several weeks before being brought 
to Standers it was cut in Iudiaua 
where it was pquared at both ends 
and stripped of its bark. The "rain 
ing" did not take place for iiome time 
after the arrival of the pole at San 
ders, so it was pretty well seasoned 
when it was planted. There was an 
immense crowd present at the raising, 
and the air resounded with shout 
after shout hb the monster was slowly 
but surely hoisted from a horizontal 
to a perpendicular position with a 
rooster at the apex and the stars and 
stripes floating from the masthead.

down, batten cracks, and make four 
gables, running the roof together to 
one point at center of feed room. 

It is not essential that the building 
shall be over seven feet from floor to 
square; less will do. I prefer that a 
hen-house be roofed with either boards 
or shingles, as metal or slate get too 
hot for the best welfare of the fowls. 
The lights should be plnced in so that 
they will point to south or east and 
should be from two and one-half feet 
to three feet wide and Ave to six feet 
high and well protected with strong 
wire netting. 

The partitions that separate the four 
rooms from the feed room are intended 
to be made mostly of wire netting or 
lattice work. The nests arc arranged 
with the entire construction made in 
feed room, with loop-hole from each 
room leadinar into the alle v. that fronts 
the nests, wnicn allows the fowls of 
each room to pass secretly into the 
nests in the dark and still be in no way 
connected with another set of nests. 

The idea, of making these nests in the 
feed room is so that the eggs can be 
taken out without going into the ad- 
joining room; also hens setting can bo 
let Into center room, fed, and replaced 
in theirnests without disturbingany of 
the laying fowls. 

The dotted lines are to locate how the 
roosts can be put in diagonally, about 
three or three and a liulf feet high, and 
a slanting floor placed underneath so 
that the droppings will not getonto the 
floor, and can be easily gathered by 
pushing them with a .scraper down to 
the corner where they will drop into 
a portable box prepared for that pur- 
pose. This can be done every morning 
if absolute cleanliness is desired. The 
reader will observe that this arrange- 
t affords the fowls full range on the 
floor of each room without the necessity 
of having the droppings to annoy them 
through the day. 

For heating and keeping warm, the 
aides lined with wind-proof paper will 
ndd much comfort, and I suggest th<* 
placing of a cheap coal stove in tho 
center room, which will aid materially 
in extreme weather in keeping the 
temperature up, which will ndd groat 
comfort to the fowls and insure their 
laying right along without Interruption, 
regardless of the extreme cold.
